Lorries to be 
banned from 
Vale village 


LORRIES and 
HGVs weighing 7.5 
tonnes or more will 
be banned from 
travelling through 
Llysworney if 
the Vale Council 
has its way. 

Motorists, especially 
drivers of heavy goods 
vehicles, often use the 
road through the village 
as it is a convenient 
route to access business 
parks and industrial 
areas in Llandow. 

The council’s ambi¬ 
tion would see any vehi¬ 
cle weighing 7.5 tonnes 
or more barred from the 
village, with an excep¬ 
tion for vehicles needing 
access to a property. 

Road Haulage 
Association area man¬ 
ager for South Wales, 
Will Salkeld, told the 
GEM: “Cancelling the 
M4 Relief Road was 
a blow for businesses 
relying on an efficient 
road network so it is 
crucial that local weight 


restrictions don’t simply 
push traffic from one 
stressed area to another. 

“Pla nn ers must ensure 
alternative routes will 
allow hauliers to get 
their destinations as 
smoothly as possible.” 

Cllr Peter King, 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
and transport, said: 
“Residents have rightly 
raised the issue of large 
numbers of HGVs trav¬ 
elling through the village 
and I am glad that the 
council has been able 
to act to address their 
concerns. The roads 
into Llysworney are 
narrow country lanes 
and so very unsuited 
for this type of traffic. 
The HGV traffic causes 
significant congestion at 
peak times. Something 
that can impact on road 
safety and air quality, as 
well as being an obvi¬ 
ous safety concern for 
those living nearby.” 

Cllr King added: 
“The provision of a 
new road as part of the 


Darren Farm develop¬ 
ment in Cowbridge will 
provide a safe, efficient 
and practical alternative 
for traffic wanting to 
travel to and from the 
Llandow Business Park 
area. However, in order 
to maximise the benefits 
to the community of 
Llysworney, it is impor¬ 
tant that we impose a 
weight restriction so that 
heavy vehicles are actu¬ 
ally prohibited from trav¬ 
elling through the village. 
When all this was con¬ 
sidered, implementing a 
new weight restriction 
was an obvious, common 
sense solution.” The 
restriction will require 
HGV traffic to join the 
B4270 at Nash Comer 
and then re-join the A48 
at the new roundabout 
near Llanfiynach Drive. 

A legal notice propos¬ 
ing a Traffic Restriction 
Order will soon be 
published and a consul¬ 
tation period will follow. 
It is hoped the restric¬ 
tion will be in place 
by the end of the year.

A re the readers of The GEM aware 
of the proposed changes to the 
Welsh Assembly constitution being 
pursued by the members of the Senedd? 

These include increasing the number of AMs 
because of the ever increasing workload of this 
inefficient and ineffective organisation. At what cost 
to the taxpayer?

‘The needs of the 
many seem ignored’ 

T he Vale Council signed a 
‘Design & Build’ contract 
for the construction of the new 
A4226, to replace Five Mile Lane. 

This means that the contractor builds the road, 
then supplies drawings of the finished project, 
giving no opportunity for scrutiny of the design by 
councillors or the public. I have met both Lee Wat¬ 
ers AM, the Minister responsible for active travel in 
Wales and Phil Jones, who wrote the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment’s active travel design guidance. I showed them 
photographs of the active travel infrastructure that 
has been built along the A4226, and asked them if it 
complies with Welsh Government guidance. 

They both grimaced and replied “no” - the answer 
I was expecting. 

Children as young as four and their families may 
wish to visit the Amelia Trust Farm by bicycle, but 
to do so, they will have to ride on the adopted high¬ 
way with lorries, etc. Where there are segregated 
paths? They are uncomfortably close to the fast road, 
unprotected from errant vehicles and offer a child 
no protection should they wobble and fall towards 
the road. 

Those using the new road will also see some 
bridle paths that if paved, would make excellent 
active travel paths. There is no excuse for the dire 
walking and cycling infrastructure that has been 
provided by those who avoid scrutiny and are not 
held to account for their use of public money. The 
needs of children and their families are ignored by 
decision-makers. Infrastructure is built exclusively 
for car drivers and the adults who will always cycle 
on busy, fast roads. We need our political leaders to 
get a grip of the problems and start to think about, 
and work for, the youngest and most vulnerable in 
our society - not just the most visible and loudest.

‘The credit for 
regeneration should 
go where it is due’ 

M ost people in the Vale are 
well used to images of their 
MP, Alun Cairns claiming 
credit for anything ever achieved by 
anyone including the regeneration of 
Barry, the Vale or the whole of Wales. 

Last week, however, I admit to being stunned 
by claims in local and social media that he and his 
Conservative colleagues are delivering new play¬ 
grounds in Barry’s Highlight Park and The Murch, 
Dinas Powys. 

Proposals for Highlight Park were binned by 
the Conservatives when they took over in the Vale 
Council in 2017.1 know, as the records clearly show 
I challenged their colleague Cllr Gordon Kemp 
about it in December 2017. Similarly, the proposals 
for the Murch playground in Dinas Powys can be 
traced back to before 2016, well before the time of 
the current Conservative councillors.

The GEM put Cllr Burnett’s statements to the 
Vale Conservatives. A spokesperson said: “These 
claims by Cllr Burnett are factually incorrect. Sadly, 
the Vale Council is inefficient, officer-led and most 
projects move at a snail’s pace. 

“Theplay areas in Highlight Park and The Murch 
were in desperate need of an upgrade, and it was 
only through sustained pressure and campaigning 
over many years from the Conservative ward mem¬ 
bers that they were treated as the priorities they 
needed to be. Otherwise, they would have been cast 
aside in a bureaucratic minefield, never to see the 
light of day. 

“It has only been in power a matter of weeks, but 
the Labour-Vale Independent coalition has already 
caused chaos by rushing through recycling changes, 
betrayed the people of Llancarfan by closing their 
local school and the Leader of the Council publicly 
admitted you cannot trust the promises his party 
makes on its election leaflets. It is clear a culture 
change is needed within the Council, and Vale Con¬ 
servatives will make no apologies for putting local 
communities first. ” 

Mr Cairns added: “As readers can see. Con¬ 
servative Councillors have played an active role in 
securing new play facilities, working with commun¬ 
ity groups both at Highlight Park and at the Murch. 
It’s odd that Cllr Burnett would make such an inter¬ 
vention on initiatives she had no involvement with.

Council to buy 
back homes 


FORMER council 
homes sold off under 
the ‘right to buy’ 
scheme are among 
properties set to 
be bought back by 
Vale Council. 

A new plan has been 
unveiled by the council 
which would allow it to 
buy back former council 
homes, run-down empty 
properties, new houses 
and from the open mar¬ 
ket. The council’s new 
policy sets out how it 
would buy more homes 
to “contribute to the pro¬ 
vision of affordable or 
social housing”. 

The council says it 
is “frequently” being 
approached by owners 
of former council homes 
looking to sell properties 
back, and it is also look¬ 
ing to take on problem¬ 
atic empty homes which 
have “blighted” commu¬ 
nities. The authority has 
not previously been able 
to buy former council 
homes or empty prop¬ 
erties due to the lack of 
“policy guidance and 
an approval process”. 
The Vale of Glamorgan 
needs an extra 576 new 
affordable homes every 
year to keep up with 


demand, according to a 
Local Housing Market 
Assessment in 2017. 

A council report 
said: “Not only will this 
improve our ability to 
meet the housing needs 
of the people of the Vale, 
it will also help us to 
finance and deliver a 
robust programme for 
continued investment in 
our existing homes. 

“As Universal Credit 
is rolled out across the 
residents of the bor¬ 
ough, it is becoming 
clearer and an increas¬ 
ing number of private 
rental landlords are less 
willing to rent to those 
dependent on the benefits 
system. This is placing 
additional pressures on 
those serving this sector 
of the market, as demand 
for rented accommoda¬ 
tion increases.” The new 
Housing and Property 
Acquisitions Policy 
includes redeveloping 
the council’s existing 
housing stock, buying 
new-build homes and 
working with developers 
to secure council proper¬ 
ties on new housing sites. 
Buying open market 
properties is more finan¬ 
cially risky for the coun¬ 
cil due to the condition of 


heating systems and the 
potential for legionella, 
possible asbestos, the 
energy peformance of 
the homes and the cost of 
refurbishing them. 

The council said it 
“must now consider” 
buying open market 
homes when they are 
approached by owners 
of former council homes 
on sites which could 
provide new affordable 
housing developments, 
or where leaseholders of 
council-owned blocks 
cannot afford to pay 
service charges for reflir- 
bishments. Other cir¬ 
cumstances in which the 
council would be asked 
to consider buying open 
market homes would 
be new builds that are 
vacant when they come 
to market or if “there is 
a clear strategic reason 
for wishing to secure the 
property”. The council’s 
Housing Business Plan 
has allocated £236m over 
the next 30 years towards 
the development of new 
council homes. The cabi¬ 
net has agreed to refer the 
policy to a council scru¬ 
tiny committee before a 
final decision is made.

Fraudster, 75, spared jad 


A PENSIONER 
who for nine years 
defrauded the ben¬ 
efit system to the 
tune of £26,000 has 
received a 10-month 
prison sentence, 
suspended for a 
year at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Barry Cummings, 
75, of Fair Oaks, 
Dinas Powys, pleaded 
guilty to five offences 


of benefit fraud. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins 
said: “I am sure that 
when you realised what 
had happened there was 
a feeling of great shame.” 

He said he had 
lived an industrious 
and hard-working life. 

Prosecutor Nuhu 
Gobir said he had made 
false statements to claim 
pension credit and hous¬ 
ing benefit from April 
2009 to August 2018 
involving £26,361.71 


in overpayment after 
failing to declare that 
his wife was employed 
as a care worker. 

He was interviewed 
by the authorities last 
October and said he 
could not account why 
he had not declared his 
wife’s employment and 
was happy to pay back 
any money he owed. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said he had been 
making repayments 
of £30 a fortnight. 


“He has certain 
limitations. He is pro¬ 
foundly deaf, stammers 
and retired 25 years 
ago with COPD and 
an irregular heart beat. 

“He has not tried to 
minimise what happened 
and he is utterly ashamed 
and his family feel 
acutely embarrassed.” 

There was good 
reason, said Mr Sharp, 
not to send him to 
prison and he would not 
trouble the court again. 


No jail for mother after 
hammer attack on son 


A MOTHER has 
been sentenced to a 
12-month commu¬ 
nity order at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
carrying out an 
attack on her son 
with a hammer after 
her patience “com¬ 
pletely snapped”. 

Jane Lewis, 57, of 
High Street, Barry, 
with no previous con¬ 
victions, had admitted 
causing actual bodily 
harm to Sam Lewis. 


Judge Neil Bidder 
QC, said: “This was 
an extraordinary one 
off incident by a lady 
whose patience com¬ 
pletely snapped.” 

The victim, he 
said, did not want his 
mother sent to prison. 

Prosecutor Lowri 
Wynn Morgan said she 
assaulted Sam Lewis 
with the hammer, 
striking him a number 
of times, injuring his 
hands and forehead. 

She believed he had 


stolen her computer. 

When arrested, she 
accepted the assault 
took place and said he 
constantly stole from her 
to get money for drugs. 

She also said she could 
not recall striking him. 

Her counsel, leuan 
Bennett, said she took 
anti-depressants and 
had long term men¬ 
tal health problems. 

The victim had apol¬ 
ogised for his behaviour 
and for making his 
mother’s life a misery. 


Judge Bidder said: 
“It is very sad to see 
a lady who has been in 
a caring occupation los¬ 
ing her good character. 

“It was clearly a seri¬ 
ous assault but didn’t 
lead to significant inju¬ 
ries that drew blood” 
The sentence includes 
a 15-day rehabilitation 
requirement and an order 
to pay costs of £340, and 
a court surcharge of £85.

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New school 
plans progress 


St Mary’s Church, 
Bonvilston - update 


Clubs and societies 
round-up 


PLANS for a new 
210-place primary 
school in the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
have taken a step 
further. 

St Nicholas CiW 
Primary School is set 
to expand and move 
to a new building after 
the expansion was 
approved by the eoun- 
cil. The proposed new 
£4.2m school would 
allow the sehool to 
expand from 126 to 210 
places, lower the age 
range of pupils from 
four to three years old 
and have a new nursery 
class with 48 part-time 
places from September 
2021. 

St Nicholas 

Primary’s existing site 
was earmarked for the 
new building as part 
of a consultation on 
expanding the capacity 
of the sehool. 

The expansion plans 
were approved by the 
council’s ruling body, 


despite 47 people mak¬ 
ing formal objections. 
The design and location 
of the sehool are yet to 
be finalised. 

People had raised 
concerns about poten¬ 
tial traffic congestion 
as a result of the new 
school being built and 
suggested an alternative 
site. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
who represents the 
Wenvoe ward, told the 
council: “While I sup¬ 
port and encourage the 
long overdue changes 
from 126 children to 
210 in a new one-site 
school, I have major 
concerns about suitable 
vehicle and pedestrian 
access to the existing 
site. 

“I would urge that the 
council does all in its 
power to build the new 
sehool on a new site on 
the eastern edge of St 
Nieholas with its own 
direct access from the 
A48.” 

In a response to 


the consultation, the 
school’s governing 
body said it is discuss¬ 
ing the possibility of 
moving the new school 
to another site. 

The final design and 
location of the school 
would have to get 
planning permission 
in order to go ahead, 
which would involve 
a further consultation 
with neighbours. 

A transport assess¬ 
ment would also be 
undertaken as part of 
that process. 

If a new site is 
ehosen more than one 
mile from the existing 
school, another consul¬ 
tation process to expand 
the school - known as 
a regulated alteration - 
would have to be run. 

The school would be 
funded 65 per cent by 
the Welsh Government 
and 35 per cent by the 
council.

THERE has been

In fact, £100,000 
worth of works, includ¬ 
ing a new roof, steel¬ 
work and stonework. 
The tower and chancel 
arch date from the 12th 
century and are probably 
the oldest structures to be 
found in the village. 

The other recent 
change has been to the 
organisational structure 
with the creation of the 
Benefice of the East 
Vale. The Benefice com¬ 
prises the six churches of 
St Nicholas, St Brides, 
Peterston, Pendoylan, St 
Donat’s and Bonvilston. 
Each congregation now 
has a church committee. 
There are a couple of 
vacancies on the St 
Mary’s Church commit¬ 
tee; if anyone is inter¬ 
ested in joining, please 
get in touch through one 
of the emails below. The 
committee meets around 
five times each year. 

The major task facing 
the church is the repair 
of the tower, which will 


require all the financial 
resources and skills that 
can be mustered. Most of 
the money will have to 
be found through grants 
and the committee will 
be pursuing all possible 
sources of funding. A 
fundraising group and 
assistance with grant 
applications is needed. If 
you feel that you would 
be able to contribute in 
whatever way, get in 
touch. The fundraising 
efforts will help to sup¬ 
port St Mary’s Church 
as a significant historical 
building in Bonvilston 
and provide evidence to 
funding bodies that there 
is community support. 

A meeting will take 
place on Monday, 
October 7 in the Red 
Lion at 7.30pm to plan 
a way forward; if you are 
interested come along. If 
you are unable to attend 
but want to discuss what 
contribution you could 
make, contact Paul Fisher 
at stmaryschurch@ 
bonvilstonvillage.co.uk.

THE Farmers’ 
Union of Wales 
has slammed a 
decision by Natural 
Resources Wales 
(NRW) to further 
restrict the ability 
of farmers and 
conservationists 
to control birds 
which are damaging 
crops or livestock, 
spreading disease 
or causing harm 
to species of con¬ 
servation concern. 

New General Lieences 
for the eontrol of certain 
bird species will come 
into effect on October 7, 
introducing significant 
additional restrictions 
for farmers and conser¬ 
vationists, compared 
with the current licence 
- and they even tie the 
hands of NRW staff 
seeking to protect rare 
species on Welsh Sites 
of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSIs). 

FUW Land Use 
Committee chairman 
Tudur Parry said: “NRW 
are running scared fol¬ 
lowing a legal challenge 
earlier in the year in 
England from pressure 
group Wild Justice. No 
such legal challenge has 
been made in Wales. 

“It was certainly right 
of NRW to have reviewed 
the current legislation in 


light of what happened 
in England, but the 
new licences go further 
than just making them 
legally watertight. ” 

Mr Parry said that 
the advice given by the 
FUW and others with an 
interest in farming and 
conservation in regular 
meetings with NRW 
since February had 

effectively been ignored, 
meaning that the new 
rules would prevent or 
restrict important con¬ 

servation work as well 
as preventing farmers 
from protecting their 
crops and livestock. 

Mr Parry added: 

“NRW has statutory 
obligations with regard 
to protecting biodiver¬ 
sity, but have introduced 
changes which will 
actually make it more 
difficult to control spe¬ 
cies that cause immense 
damage to wildlife. 

“They have even 
added an extra layer of 
restrictions close to Sites 
of Special Scientific 
Interest, many of which 
will now be more vul¬ 
nerable to attacks by 
certain bird species.” 

Responding to the 
decision to no longer 
allow rooks to be 
controlled where they 
are damaging crops or 
spreading disease, Mr 
Parry said: “Rooks cause 
huge damage to crops 


all over Wales, and can 
decimate vast areas. 
For example, where 
seeds have been sown, 
and preventing such 
damage being caused 
by a very common 
species is ridiculous.” 

A new licence no 
longer allows carrion 
crow, magpie, jackdaw, 
rook, jay, collared dove 
or wood pigeon to be 
controlled to protect pub¬ 
lic health, with the feral 
pigeon being the only 
species left on the list. 

Another of the new 
licences, says the NFU, 
massively restricts 
actions that can be taken 
to conserve wild birds, 
and does not allow 
actions to protect Wales’ 
most threatened species. 

The new general 
licences will not apply 
in, or within 300 metres 
of 203 Welsh Sites 


of Special Scientific 
Interest, meaning the 
actions of NRW, farmers 
and conservationists in 
and around these areas 
will be further restricted, 
even though controlling 
certain bird species 
such as crows and 
magpies is essential for 
protecting livestock and 
ground nesting birds.” 

Rachel Evans, 
Director for Wales for 
the Countryside Alliance, 
said: “Imposing these 
restrictions can only 
result in a negative impact 
on the way our coun¬ 
tryside is managed. We 
all know full well how 
difficult it is to reverse a 
declining species popula¬ 
tion and damage caused 
to crops is irreversible. 

“NRW could of course, 
change this before the 
official publication of the 
licences on October 7.”

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Welsh Government’s 
plans for 576 homes 
near Cosmeston Park 


PLANS for 576 
homes new homes 
near Cosmeston 
Country Park have 
been revealed. 

The plans on the 
Welsh Government- 
owned land stretehing 
from Lavemoek Road 
to the coast include a 
new primary school, 
community facilities 
and public open space. 

The Welsh 

Government is promis¬ 
ing 40 per cent of the 
houses will be afforda¬ 
ble, and there would 
be a major new pedes¬ 
trian and cycle link 
from the coastal path 
to Cosmeston Lakes. 

Up to two car park¬ 
ing spaces would be 
allocated to each home. 

There would also be 
around two-and-a-half 
acres of public open 
space, including chil¬ 
dren’s play areas and 
outdoor sports space, 
and an extension of 
the national cycle route 
network 88 through a 


disused railway line into 
Penarth Town Centre. 

The public are being 
asked for their views on 
the plans ahead of a for¬ 
mal application is sub¬ 
mitted to Vale Council. 

A statement prepared 
for Welsh Government 
said the plans “will help 
to create a sustainable 
community promot¬ 
ing active travel”. 

“Walking and cycling 
will be promoted as a 
primary mode of trans¬ 
port for the residents of 
the new development, 
providing the necessary 
pedestrian and cycling 
infrastructure within 
the site to encourage 
residents to walk and 
cycle along a network 
of interconnecting 
public open spaces.” 

The plans would 
add to 540 new homes 
approved in Cog 
Road in Sully - which 
would mean more 
than 1,100 new homes 
are being planned 
within just a mile. 


Concerns have 
previously been 
raised about the level 
of traffic the new 
homes would create. 

Access to the new 
homes would be via 
two new junctions 
on Lavemoek Road. 

The estate would be 
split into four areas - 
named Llyr Calchfaen, 
Hedgerow Holm, 
Gardd Der Y Mor, 
Marconi’s Heights. 

Main streets would 
have segregated cycle 
paths and electric vehi¬ 
cle charging stations. 

People will be able 
to view the plans in an 
exhibition on Tuesday, 
September 24, between 
the hours of 12pm to 
7pm at the Lakeside 
Cafe at Cosmeston 
Lakes Country Park.

A Neiv Zealander’s fond 
memories of Cowbridge 


JEFF Thomas may 
have lived in New 
Zealand for 66 years 
now, but he still has 
fond memories of 
Cowbridge. 

It prompted him to pop 
into The GEM offices in 
Eastgate, bringing with 
him a pristine copy of 
a school photograph 
taken in 1947, when 
he was a young pupil 
in Cowbridge Grammar 
School. 

Taken in front of the 
Old Hall, Jeff is seated 
in the front row (wearing 
white shoes) just in front 
of the head teacher Mr 
Idwal Rees. 

Jeff told The GEM: “I 
was bom in the Rhondda 
but moved to Llancarfan 
and attended Llancarfan 
Primary School. From 
there, I went on to 
Cowbridge Grammar. 

“In 1953 I was 19, 
and I took up the offer 
of a paid passage and 
the promise of a job and 
went to New Zealand.” 

Jeff started work for 
the Government, work¬ 
ing for the Public Tmst 
Office. There is no exact 
equivalent in the UK 
Government system, but 


Jeff and his colleagues 
handled matters such 
as wills and probate, 
among others. 

Once he was settled, 
his family joined him, 
but his connections 
with Wales were not 
completely severed. In 
1969, he was seconded 
to work in London, still 
for the NZ Government, 
and it was on a visit 
back to Cardiff that he 
met his wife, Pam. 

Jeff said: “All those 
years I lived in New 
Zealand but I married a 
Welsh girl.” 

That wedding took 
place in Cardiff and 
when Jeffs secondment 
came to an end, they 
moved to New Zealand. 

They settled in 
Masterton, a town near 
Wellington, but still 
visit relatives in Wales 
whenever possible. 

Jeff is also a mem¬ 
ber of the Llancarfan 
Society, and knew all 
about the long-mnning 
argument over the future 
of Llancarfan School 
and other local issues.

Safety checks for Barry 
memorial headstones 

BARRY Town Council, in accordance 
with health and safety law, is undertaking 
an inspection programme to check the 
condition of memorial headstones within 
its cemeteries. 

Any found to be unsafe and likely to cause serious 
injury may be laid flat or Towered down’ into the 
excavated area at the head of the grave in front of 
the memorial base (this will enable some or all of 
the inscription to remain visible). Alternatively, 
the memorial may be ‘staked and banded’ by the 
Council Memorial Inspector, to stop them falling. 

As this is part of a programme introduced by 
government legislation, it is an offence for the bands 
to be removed by any one other than the memorial 
inspector or a memorial mason engaged to carry out 
repairs to the memorial on behalf of the family. A 
memorial is the responsibility of the grave owner. 
Any memorials erected since November 2001 should 
not be affected as long as they were installed to the 
NAMM and BRAMM standards. The programme 
has been devised to ensure that the memorials that 
pose the greatest risk are dealt with first.

Enforcement action repeated 
at Barry Waterfront 


DEVELOPERS at Barry 
Waterfront are being investi¬ 
gated again, just months after 
the council told them to stop 
building homes. 

Taylor Wimpey, Persimmon and 
Barratt Homes were issued warnings 
by the Vale Council in August, after it 
received complaints that construction 
was taking place at Barry Waterfront 
outside the permitted hours. 

The breach of condition notices, 
which told the developers to stop 
works outside the hours agreed in 
their planning application, have been 
followed up by regular visits by coun¬ 
cil officers to ensure the developers 
follow the rules. 

It comes after a new plan to deliver 
the waterfront’s complex of bars and 
restaurants, known as the district cen¬ 
tre, alongside the new housing was 
agreed in June. 


The council twice temporarily 
ordered Persimmon not to build or sell 
any more homes at the waterfront, until 
significant progress had been made on 
the district centre.Council officers have 
visited Barry Waterfront to ensure the 
new delivery plan is being followed, 
and the authority says this has not 
resulted in any further action to date. 

A Vale Council spokesman said: 
“The council is carefully monitoring 
progress at the Barry Waterfront devel¬ 
opment to ensure it is being built in 
accordance with all conditions. This 
includes delivery of the district cen¬ 
tre and other facilities alongside the 
planned housing.” 

A spokeswoman for the Barry 
Waterfront consortium said: “We have 
not been issued an enforcement notice 
by the Vale Council and are working 
with the council to ensure that all 
conditions of the planning consent for 
the development are complied with.”

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Veterans aged over 
60 urged to ask about 
military pensions 


UK Armed Forces 
veterans aged 60 
or over who were 
serving at any time 
from 1975, are 
being urged to ask 
about their eligibil¬ 
ity for a military 
pension as part of 
a new campaign by 
Age Cymru that will 
refer individuals to 
the mod’s Veterans 
Welfare Service. 

Research undertaken 
by Age Cymru’s Project 
360 team suggests that 
there are many veterans 
in Wales who are not 
claiming an Armed 
Forces pension to 
which they are entitled. 

The campaign will 
also urge those veterans 
who believe they may 
have an injury or illness 
which was caused or 
made worse by the result 
of Service, and arose 
before April 5, 2005 to 
see if they are eligible 
for financial support 
through a War Pension. 

The charity believes 
there are several reasons 
why veterans don’t claim 
their rightful pension 
or support; some are 
put off by the prospect 
of undertaking large 
amounts of paperwork, 
while others aren’t aware 


they need to apply for the 
pension rather than be 
automatically awarded it. 
But for many veterans, 
it is simply a case of not 
knowing where to turn 
to for help and support. 

Age Cymru’s 

Project 360 manager. 
Heather Ferguson said: 
“Pensions are going 
unclaimed by veterans 
each year - money that 
rightfully belongs to 
those who have served 
their country and which 
could help transform 
their lives. I would urge 
any veteran aged 60 
or over and who were 
serving any time from 
1975 to call the Veteran 
Welfare Service to find 
out if they are eligible. 

“We know through 
our work with veterans 
that many of them are 
proud people who may 
not like making claims. 
But eligible veterans 
have already paid into 
a pension scheme, so 
it is therefore right¬ 
fully theirs to claim.”

Ramblers wend their 
way around Wenvoe

RESEARCH has revealed that the 


SHEILA from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
played host to 
five walkers on a 
beautiful morning 
when they met at 
St Mary’s Church 
in Wenvoe village. 

They their way up 
through Pound Lane 
and into the pretty 
Wenvoe Wood, exiting 
onto Burdonshill Lane. 

The rutted farm track 
was holding water in 
places and passing 
fields of maize, they 
entered Wenvoe Castle 
golf course, remaining 
on the edge of the busy 
green to descend into 
woodland before arriv¬ 
ing beside Goldsland 
Wood. 

The ramblers con¬ 
tinued through fields 
to Maes-y-Felin, the 
St Lythans Burial 
Chamber, which has 
been in existence for 
6,000 years. 

Ripe blackberries in 
the hedgerows were 
scoffed as they made 
their way past Dyfffyn 
House car park and 
fields containing horses, 


a llama and black 
sheep, before a devia¬ 
tion to the impressive 
Tinkinswood Burial 
Chamber with its large 
capstone. 

Part of Valeways 
Millennium Trail 
brought them through 
meadows, where a 
group of teenagers tak¬ 
ing part in the Duke 
of Edinburgh Scheme 
had been camping, 
then by road through St 
Nicholas village. 

The edge of har¬ 
vested fields led them 
into Coed Nant-Bran 
and through brambly 
paths to St Lythans, 
where the churchyard 
of St Bleddian’s pro¬ 
vided a stop for lunch. 

Through Wenvoe 
Wood, a tree-line bridle 
path brought them back 
into Wenvoe. 

A group of 18 walk¬ 
ers and Bruno the dog 
joined Nick at Trellech, 
setting off in overcast 
weather to a field con¬ 
taining the three Bronze 
Age Harold’s Stones 
the village is named 
after. 

By farm track and 
field, they entered 
Woolpitch Wood 


following narrow paths 
and crossing foot¬ 
bridges over Penarth 
Brook. 

Carefully navigating 
a steep, stony sunken 
lane downhill to pass 
the lovely old Penarth 
Mill that had been 
powered by water from 
the brook, a long track 
dappled in sunlight 
brought then to a road 
with stunning views to 
the Black Mountains. 

Following the road 
in warm sunshine, they 
returned into fields 
for the journey to 
Cwmcarvan. 

After lunch in the 
churchyard of St 
Cattwg’s Church, 
some road walking 
brought them back into 
woodland, across the 
busy B4293 and along 
shaded forestry tracks 
at Trellech Common. 

Greenway Lane led 
them back into Trellech 
village for a visit to the 
tall spired St Nicholas 
Church with its impres¬ 
sive stained glass win¬ 
dows, two rows of 13th 
century stone pillars 
and a 17th century sun¬ 
dial which commemo¬ 
rates St Anne’s Well, 


Harold’s Stones and the 
Tump Turret. 

The huge 40 foot 
mound of earth dates to 
Norman times when a 
motte and bailey castle 
built by the de Clare 
family stood on its 
summit and leaving the 
grounds of Court Farm, 
they returned to their 
start for the journey 
home.

Police HQ scheme 
backed by council 


PLANS for a new training and 
operations centre at the South 
Wales Police headquarters in 
Bridgend have received the full 
backing of the local authority. 

Full council met on September 
18 and approved plans for the 
development subjeet to eonditions. 

The four-storey poliee learn¬ 
ing eentre, a human resourees 
building and a two-storey gym in 
Cowbridge Road will see an addi¬ 
tional 650 people on site every day. 

The centre ineludes provision 
for an assessments and standards 
unit, an operations training unit, 
investigative training, and ‘polie- 
ing through technology’ facilities. 

It will also aeeommodate an ofifiee 
for the poliee and crime eommissioner. 


while a separate building will house 
a gym. It is expeeted that the eentre 
will beeome fully operational in 2021. 

Offieers at the authority said 
the investment in the site was 
weleomed as the applieant had 
made a firm eommitment to retain 
its operations within the eounty. 

New aecess arrangements for the 
eentre are ineluded in the proposals 
with plans for an improved rear aecess 
which forms a junction with Chepstow 
Road and the Kingsway roundabout. 
Offieers said all students, HR offieers 
and visitors using the new facilities 
would be direeted to the rear aecess. 
Offieers have now been given delegated 
powers to issue eonsent for the plans 
subjeet to legal agreements being met.

Extensive development of 
Whitmore High School begins 

CONSTRUCTION of a new school at Whitmore High in Barry 
is about to begin as part of a £30.5 million investment by Vale 
of Glamorgan Council. 

Under the authority’s 21st Century Sehools programme, a partnership with 
Welsh Government which involves eomprehensive upgrading of edueational 
infrastrueture across the eounty, the eurrent sehool site will undergo a dramatic 
transformation. Accommodating 1,100 pupils, the work earried out by Morgan 
Sindall Construetion will ereate an ultra-modem learning environment with 
state-of-the-art facilities. 

Teaehing space will be spread aeross three-storeys, with 70 general elass- 
rooms and two drama and aetivity studios encompassed within the 11,000-metre 
square site and a speeialist suite to support students with additional learning 
needs. There will also be a musie studio, fitted with the latest equipment, a 
multifunetional hall with retraetable seating and a large dining area. 

Staff and pupils will transfer to the new building for September 2021 to allow 
demolition of the existing buildings and ereation of new sport facilities, with the 
projeet due for eompletion by spring 2022. 

Elsewhere in Barry, a completely new school will also be built at Pencoedtre 
High; Welsh language seeondary edueation will also benefit with Ysgol 
Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg set to undergo extensive improvement and expansion 
works. This follows other reeent work to build Llantwit Learning Community 
and the Penarth Learning Community.

Of Andromeda 
and Pegasus: 
the October sky 


THE Milky Way 
rises from the 
north-eastern 
horizon, arcs 
almost overhead 
and falls towards 
the south-west¬ 
ern horizon. 

The bright summer 
eonstellations ean still 
be seen, but they are 
now edging ever eloser 
towards the west. 

Halfway from 

overhead towards the 
southern horizon we find 
Pegasus: the flying horse. 
Personally, I have never 
been able to make out the 
horse, flying or not. 

What you will see is 
four naked-eye stars that 
make up a square. Three 
eomers have fainter lines 
of stars. 

The two right-hand 
corners of the square 
show this feature quite 
well. 

Look inside the square, 
eount how many stars 
you ean see with your 
naked eye, then repeat 
the exereise using a pair 
of binoeulars. 

Now look first at the 
bottom right hand star, 
then the top right-hand 
star. Can you see the 
different eolours? 

Try again using your 
binoculars: one is white 
the other orange. 

Look now at the top- 
left hand eorner star, 
now you should see 
another prominent line of 
stars, this is an entirely 
different constellation, 
Andromeda. 

Here we have an 
example where a star 
has been transferred 


from one eonstellation to 
another. 

The top left-hand 
eorner star of Pegasus 
is also the brightest star 
in the eonstellation of 
Andromeda, but never 
mind, plaee the star in 
your binoculars, and 
slowly move them along 
the line, eounting two 
more stars, now stop, 
from here move the 
binoeulars very slowly 
towards overhead. 

Can you now see a 
‘blur’ or fuzzy objeet? 

You may have to do 
the movements a few 
times but it’s worth per¬ 
severing as the ‘blur’ is 
the Andromeda Galaxy. 

If you are lueky to 
observe from a dark sky 
loeation, the ‘blur’ will 
be visible with the naked 
eye. 

Over two million light 
years away, this spiral 
galaxy is one of our elos- 
est neighbours, and it is 
heading in our direetion. 

We believe that in 
the far distant future 
Andromeda and the 
Milky way will collide. 
But that’s another story. 

Before midnight, you 
ean still find the bright 
planets Jupiter and 
Saturn. 

The Moon will be 
below Saturn on the fifth 
of the month.

Council hands over 
bowls club facilities 


Local pub will 
stay open 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
is preparing to hand 
control of bowls 
facilities over to the 
clubs that use them. 

Following a sim¬ 
ilar initiative in which 
libraries in the County 
are run by community 
groups, from October 
1 eight bowls clubs 
will be responsible for 
maintaining their greens 
and pavilions, so that the 
council can make signifi¬ 
cant savings. 

For the past 12 months, 
clubs have been prepar¬ 
ing for the changes with 
support from the coun¬ 
cil. This has included 
seeking sponsors and 
organising events to gen¬ 
erating funds, appointing 
maintenance companies 
and hiring out facilities 
for private use. Clubs 
have been provided with 
a five-year indemnity by 


the council, protecting 
them from the cost of 
significant works during 
that period while club 
reserves are built up. 

Cllr Kathryn 

McCaffer, Vale Council 
Cabinet Member for 
Leisure, Arts and Culture, 
said: “Making the facili¬ 
ties the responsibility of 
individual clubs not only 
gives those clubs more 
control over how they are 
run, but by reducing the 
level of subsidy, it saves 
the council money at a 
time of significant finan¬ 
cial pressures. This rep¬ 
resents a major change to 
the way in which bowls 
clubs are managed, but 
it’s impressive the way 
these teams have risen to 
that challenge. 

“As we continue 
efforts to streamline 
council spending, we will 
explore similar arrange¬ 
ments for other sports 
teams across the county.”

Of eourse, what

Motoring with Tony Yates 


WHEN you think 
about buying a new 
car, you need to 
consider quite a few 
things before you 
decide to buy. 

For instance, is it 
fuel-efficient, and does 
it have satellite naviga¬ 
tion; does it come with 
plenty of space? And 
will it last till the end 
of time? 

These are just a few 
of the things that go 
through a car buyer’s 
mind including: what 
will my bank account 
look like at the end of 
each month, and what 
will all your friends and 
family think of it?Well 
for once, I am going to 
say, ‘who cares’ - it’s 
your car, so what does 
it matter what anyone 
thinks? 

Power and effi¬ 
ciency: My test car was 
fitted with a 1.6-litre 
turbo diesel engine that 
produces 136PS and a 
maximum torque value 
of 320Nm, making it 
incredibly good at get¬ 
ting a move on quite 
quickly - not bad then 
for a car that I con¬ 
sider to be quite large. 
0-60mph also comes in 
at around 10 seconds 
and at a push it will 
return over 56mpg. 


Max speed is also up 
at 129mph. 

Of course, maybe 
diesel is not your thing 
any more and you pre¬ 
fer to waste your time 
waiting for your EV to 
charge. The thought of 
waiting around for hours 
to charge my main mode 
of transport does not 
appeal to me one bit, if 
I’m being honest. 

On the road: The 
Insignia handles well 
but I feel it is not as 
much fun to drive as it 
could be - although the 
steering is direct, which 
is one better than most. 

The Insignia also 
feels very well put 
together, the grip lev¬ 
els are also good, and 
the suspension has no 
problem dealing with 
our ever-increasingly 
poor road network of 
potholes and uneven 
surfaces. 

This car was also 
built as a mile muncher, 
which is where it shines. 
It’s also very relaxing 
to drive and the cabin 
noise is very minimal, 
even with a strapping 
diesel engine fitted. 

Interior and tech¬ 
nology: The interior is 
fresh, and all the buttons 
and dials are clear. The 
front seats have plenty 
of adjustment to them 



and feel well made and 
very comfortable. Rear 
legroom is also good, 
and the boot space is 
fantastic. I also like the 
wide boot opening. 

So, what do you get 
in the form of goodies? 


Well, it starts with a 
DAB radio with seven 
speakers, driving 
assistance pack, front 
and rear parking sen¬ 
sors, cruise control 
with speed limiter, 
LED daytime running 


lights, LED rear lights, 
electronic climate con¬ 
trol, ESP, six airbags, 
remote control central 
deadlocking with key¬ 
less start and 17” alloy 
wheels. 

To sum up: The 


Insignia has always 
been a decent buy and 
now, thanks to many 
upgrades over time, it’s 
modem, fresh and will 
easily handle a large 
family. Forget the days 
of this being a sales rep 


motor, because this is 
clearly not the case any 
more. 

The Insignia is a 
decent car that deserves 
respect. If I was in the 
mood for a large car, 
then the Insignia would 


be on my list of the top 
three cars I should be 
looking at.
